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Shooting 

suspects 

hunted

A 34-year-old Romulus man 
was arrested last Saturday and 
charged with attacking an Ink- 
ster woman and stealing her 
purse, while she was filling the 
gas tank of her car at Mid- 
dlebelt and Van Born roads. 

Police are still searching for 
an unknown person or persons 
who fired more than 27 shots 
into a house in the 35000 block 
of Van Born Road last Wednes- 
day night. 

Arrested and charged with 
“robbery, not armed” was Lin- 
dsay Lewis of Romulus. He 
was arraigned before 34th Dis- 
trict Court Judge William 
Szlinis on Monday and or- 
dered held in $50,000 (10 per- 
cent) bail. A return court date 
has been set for Nov. 10. 

Romulus police officers had 
been patrolling that area more 
heavily recently, Detective Lt 
Kenneth Kraus revealed, be- 
cause of a rash of customer 
robberies. Some of the victims 
were truck drivers refueling 
their vehicles there, he said. 

But about 9:30 p.m. Satur- 
day, Lewis is accused of grab- 
bing the Inkster woman’s 
purse. The 40-year-old woman 
reportedly suffered leg and 
hip injuries when she knocked 
her to the ground during the 
assault. 

A Romulus policeman wit- 
nessed the attack and chased 
Lewis’ car into nearby Taylor, 
where police say the suspect 
was apprehended by Taylor 
and Romulus police. 

Kraus said the victim’s 
purse was recovered. 

Meanwhile the investiga- 
tion goes on in connection with 
the shooting of a house on Van 
Born Road about 11:30 p.m. 
last Wednesday. 

Kraus said despite the fact 
that five adult persons were in 
the home at the time, no one 
was injured. 

“As soon as they heard win- 
dows breaking from the re- 
peated shots,” Kraus said, “the 
inhabitants hit the floor.” 

Three generations of one 
family were at home at the 
time, he said, and no motive 
yet has been found for the 
shootings. 

Spent slugs and other evi- 
dence have been sent to police 
labs for analysis, Kraus said, 
but no gunmen have yet to be 
identified.

Cable regulations tightened

The Romulus City Council 
officially certified its cable 
communications network Mon- 
day night, despite questions 
raised by two members of Om- 
nicom Corp. 

Rick Coleman of Omnicom 
told the City Council there was 
no rush for certification, since 
Omnicom had stated in writing 
that it would not raise rates for 
90 days without notification. 

Coleman also asked for 
some changes in the certifica- 
tion of charter regulations as 
they are now stated, but vowed 
Omnicom had no challenge to 
the city having a ranking role 
in cable regulations in Ro- 
mulus. 

His request for the council 
to table any certification ac- 
tion was strongly challenged 
by Councilmen Ellis Pen 
nington and Russell Lambert. 

Pennington, who openly ad-

mitted to being “mad” about 
raised cable rates, stated “you 
come here tonight with all this 
sweet talk, but several months 
ago when you raised our rates 
I didn’t hear such tender 


tones. We were told to pay our 
new rates, or else. 

“When you placed a $4 rate 
on my remote control and 
raised my basic rate from 
about $18 to $23, I got mad. 
Even with my senior citizen 
discount, I found it was too 
much for senior citizens living 
on a fixed income to bear,” 
Pennington charged. 

Thus Pennington said, he 
returned his remote control to 
the cable office rather than 
pay the monthly fee. 

Lambert said, “I’m not a se- 
nior citizen, but I also re- 
turned my remote control.” 

Lambert also said he re- 
turned his “cable box” be- 
cause his television was cable 
ready. 

City Attorney Barry Seifman 
urged the council to approve 
the recommended action. It 
was approved by the council 
by a 6-0 vote with Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry absent 


Church offers to buy park

The pastor of the 138-year- 
old Romulus Wesleyan Church 
informed the City Council that 
his congregation would like to 
purchase the adjoining Ken- 
nedy Park, if and when it be- 
comes available. 

The Rev. Donald (Mike) Mc- 
Clellan told council members 
that the church, located at 
Goddard and Ozga. is in a 
growth process and would like 
to expand its church facilities 
for the second time this cen- 
tury. 

The pre-Civil War church 
was first constructed in 1855 
and was expanded on its 100th 
anniversary (1955). In its early 


days it hosted both the local 
Wesleyan and Methodist con- 
gregational services despite 
the fact that the congregations 
had opposing views on slavery. 

Today advanced youth and 
congregational needs are call 
ing for expansion again, Mc- 
Clellan said, “and we feel God 
is calling us to stay where we 
are at the city’s 5 Corners” 
rather than move to an alter 
nate location. 

Earlier, we received a 99 
year lease for our current 
parking lot, but we need both 
expanded indoor and outdoor 
facilities for our ministry, he 
said. 

“In the early 1950s, we were 
given an option on what is now 
Kennedy Park.* *’ McClellan 


said “and we want the city to 
know we would like to buy the 
park if and when it becomes 
available.” 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks told McClellan “I want 
you to know that none of our 
park land is for sale at this 
time “ 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said. “Mr. Victor Parker from 
the Wesleyan Church con- 
tacted me over a year ago on 
the same issue and 1 told him 
to contact the Romulus Parks 
and Recreation Department. 

McAnally said that the 
“Wesleyan Church has a strong 
niche in the city's history” and 
she would never would want

Romulus killer 
gets 60 years

James Swazey, an 18-year- 
old Romulus school dropout, 
pleaded guilty to second de- 
gree murder in the slashing 
death of truck driver Fre- 
derick Adair last week and 
was sentenced to 60 years in 
prison. 

Swazey and his companion, 
Richard Mills, were arrested 
by Romulus detectives on Aug. 
12, 1992 less than a day after 
they reportedly killed Adair in 
an attempt to rob his truck so 
they could drive to Florida. 

Swazey pleaded guilty to 
second degree murder in the 
case, Assistant Wayne County 


Prosecutor Robert Pearl re- 
vealed, even though it carried 
with a 60-100 year prison term, 
because Romulus detectives 
had done such a thorough job 
in the establishing a first de- 
gree murder case. 

He was sentenced by Re- 
corders Court Judge David 
Kerwin. 

Mills, his partner in the 
murder, earlier received a 
30^0 year term in prison, De- 
tective Sgt. Dan Snyder re- 
vealed. 

Swazey is charged with be- 
ing the actual killer, Snyder 
said, and showed no remorse 
regarding the slaying.

Well protestors, 
city to join forces

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and local liquid injection well 
opponents voiced the possi- 
bility Monday night they would 
join forces in battling the envi- 
ronmental well project slated 
to open in Romulus next year. 

McAnally told well oppo- 
nents at the city council meet- 
ing Monday that the city could 
arrange car pooling to a court 
hearing on the city request for 
an injunction request against 
Environmental Disposal Ser- 
vices (EDS) on Nov. 12. 

That is the day set by Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Claudia House Morcom to 
hear arguments from both the 
city and EDS representatives 
on the city injunction request 
to halt well proceedings until 
the firm applies for proper city 
permits. 

Morcom also will hear the 
EDS request that the alleged 
criminal violations pressed by 
the city also be delayed until 
after the injunction case is 
completed. 

City Attorney Barry Seifman 
filed objections last Thursday 
to the two- week delay in the 
hearing of the criminal matter. 
Morcom revealed she was 
about to leave on vacation and 
had not read the particulars in 
the EDS request and was slat- 
ing that case also be heard the 
same day as the injunction 
hearing. 

Earlier on Oct 15, Romulus 
City Ordinance Officer Steve 
Banko had filed three ordi- 
nance complaints against EDS 
and they were to have been an- 
swered Nov. 1 (the day before 
the city election) in the 34th 
District Court of Romulus. 

Banko’s list of alleged viola 
tions included: 

• EDS has altered the use of 
the property (via excavations 
and road installation) without 
first submitting a site plan and 
gaining the approval of the city 
planning commission. 

• EDS has not secured a 
building permit for the instal 
lation (of the well). 

• EDS has set up a drilling 
operation and the area is not 
secured properly. 

Banko. who also com- 
plained about seeing “debris 
and inoperable vehicles” on 
the EDS property, warned 
other city actions may follow.

McAnally said she was ill 
Monday night, but promised 
citizens against the well pro- 
ject, “If I get rid of this flu bug, 
I also plan to be in the court- 
room on Nov. 12.” 

Steve Lewkowicz, one of the 
most vocal well operations op- 
ponents, apologized for any 
heated and inappropriate 
words he might have used in 
relation to council members at 
earlier council sessions. 

Lewkowicz also thanked 
Councilman Russ Lambert for 
allowing his name to be of- 
fered as a write-in candidate 
on Tuesday. Lambert earlier 
had opted not to seek re- 
election. 

In other action this past 
week related to the controver- 
sial well project, a citizens 
group opposed to the well offi- 
cially selected a name “Ro- 
mulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People or RE- 
CAP,” co- chairman Tony 
Hineberger revealed. 

RECAP members and City 
Councilman Randy Gear will 
be working with local students 
in an effort to create a logo for 
the group, Hineberger said, 
and three prizes will be of- 
fered to winning students. 

Hineberger admitted that 
RECAP paid the city of Ro- 
mulus a total of $153.04 for 
copies of various printed mate- 
rials concerning the well pro 
ject and injection wells in 
general. The cost was based on 
the number of printed sheets 
obtained and the labor costs of 
a city employee preparing the 
items, he said. 

Hineberger said the city 
also offered him 486 pages of 
materials on Texas injection 
wells, but those papers (which 
were not sought via the Free 
dom of Information Act re 
quest) were turned down, he 
said.

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Economics lesson 

State association suggests school cost containment measures

Cost containment is a major 
priority during this time of ris- 
ing costs and declining reve- 
nues, according to the 
Michigan Association of 
School Boards (MASB). 

“While re-creating Michi- 
gan’s school finance system 
dominates the agenda, the leg- 
islature and governor have 
also promised to evaluate all 
aspects of how schools oper- 
ate,” the MASB stated in a pa 
per issued about the effects of 
the elimination of approx- 
imately $6 billion in school 
property taxes by the state leg- 
islature. 

“Unless school supporters 
are willing to speak up for 
what they believe, the reform 
agenda will be set by others,” 
the MASB warned. 

The MASB noted that costs 
for all school supplies in- 
creased more than 56 percent 
between 1983 and 1991. utility 
costs increased 11 percent 
from 1989 to 1990 and jumped 
another 7 percent from 1990 to 
1991. Although these costs are 
beyond the control of local 
school boards, they believe 
other steps can be taken to 
control costs. 

“Schools should operate as 
efficiently and effectively as 
possible. Districts should be 
evaluating and modifying 
school operations to accom- 
plish these goals. In addition 
to actions by local school 
boards, we believe the legisla- 
ture should enact laws which 
will support and assist dis- 
tricts in their ability to manage 
their affairs,” the MASB said.

Among the MASB comments 
to the legislature were four 
suggestions to aid districts to 
obtain the best insurance cov- 
erage for the best price. The 
MASB claims that under cur- 
rent law, unions financially 
benefit from marketing and 
servicing health and dental in 
surance programs to employee 
groups. 

The MASB suggest the legis- 
lature implement the follow- 
ing: 

• Require that boards bid 
and control the selection of 
health/dental insurance car 
riers after negotiating a bene- 
fit structure with employees. 

• Require that all insurance 
companies, profit or not-for- 
profit, provide claims data to 
employers. 

• Require that school em- 
ployers must be the policy 
holder for health and dental 
insurance plans. 

• Prohibit negotiations over 

selection of health insurance 
carriers and third-party ad-, 
ministrators. * 

“Current law is unbalanced. 
Strikes are illegal but there 
are few, if any, penalties for il- 
legal strikes,” the MASB said. 
“The law should be changed to 
automatically impose penal- 
ties for strikes.” 

In addition, the MASB 
asked for a penalty of $50 a day 
for each striking employee, 
rather than shortening the 
school year because of a strike. 

“Presently, some local bar- 
gaining units are giving up 
their authority to ratify a tenta- 
tive agreement on a contract to 
some outside group, such as a 
regional bargaining agent In 
these situations, school man- 
agement is not really dealing

with local employees. It is not 
in the best interests of good 
employee relations to em 
power groups to make such de- 
cision,” the MASB said in its 
request that the legislature 
change current laws to make it 
impermissible for a local bar 
gaining unit to assign its right 
to ratify a contract to any out- 
side party. 

Some cost have already 
been reduced, and the MASB 
encourages members to share 
their ideas for cost contain 
ment with other district. 

For example, energy effi- 
ciency has been increased by 
limiting the heating/ 
ventilation/air conditioning 
system to school hours and 30 
minutes before and after 
school hours, training staff to 
reduce energy costs, irupte- 
menting energy management 


systems in all buildings and 
retrofitting light fixtures. 

The MASB also suggests the 
pooling and sharing of 
computer systems, in-service 
education, co-op pre-school 
services, data processing and 
television broadcasting ser- 
vices. It also suggests purchas- 
ing memberships in low-cost 
warehouse firms for reduced 
prices on office equipment 
plus bulk purchasing and re- 
gional coalitions. 

Transportation savings can 
be made by staggering the op 
erning times of schools, con 
verting buses to natural gas, 
computerizing bus routes and 
providing transportation for 
special needs students by local 
cab companies. 

The MASB also suggests 
that intermediate school dis- 
tricts help their constituents in 


the areas of payroll and group 
purchasing. The association 
noted that the intermediate 
school districts are currently 
meeting to determine ways to 
implement cost-containing 
aids for their constituent dis- 
tricts.

Involvement is the key to re- 
vitalizing the Western Campus 
of Wayne County Community 
College, according to its dean, 
Carol Culpepper. 

At the Oct 27 meeting of the 
Citizens Advisory Council, Cul 
pepper called for council 
members to work together as 
Friends of the Western 
Campus to promote the center. 

“We must assess community 
needs and find ways to address 
them. Changes are being made 
at this campus to address the 
needs of the community, and 
we must to continue to work to 
make our goals a reality,” Cul- 
pepper said. 

The dean asked for volun- 
teers to work on subcommit- 
tees on grant writing, public 
relations, evaluation and fea- 
sibility studies. 

Ed Clark of Romulus, direc- 
tor of the Partnership for Edu- 
cation, said public relations 
for the college campus in a 
critical need. 

“We know exactly what is 
taking place, but how to we get 
the word out to others. We 
want to establish community 
partnerships, identify the 
needs of business and tell peo- 
ple about our resources and 
training,” Clark said. “We’ve 
got a goood start, and we want 
to keep the ball rolling. We 
don’t want to stop.” 

Romulus High School Prin- 
cipal Tom Dolan opened the 
meeting with a review of pro- 
gress made at the college cen- 
ter during the past four 
months. 

Belleville High School Prin- 


cipal Larry Tabor noted that a 
successful Summer High 
School Program was con- 
ducted and also presented an 
update on the Student Talent 
Academy Reaching for Suc- 
cess (STARS), which is spon- 
sored by a U.S. Department of 
Education grant. 

“Five hundred students 
from eight districts, including 
Romulus, are participating at 
the Western Campus. In the 
spring and fall sessions, stu- 
dents attend six classes on Sat- 
urday from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m., and 
earn one-half credit for attend- 
ing,” Tabor said. 

He noted that this mission 
of STARS is to recruit, identify 
and assist middle and high 
school students who demon- 
strate a strong motivation and 
potential to continue their ed- 
ucation. 

“Employment skills were 
one of the areas that the stu- 
dents requested training, and 
they have been incorporated 
in the STARS program,” Tabor 
said. 

“Beginning in January, 
STARS will be enrolling in one 
college course,” said JoAnn 
Brabson, who spoke about the 
Accelerated Degree Program, 
which will help them to make 
the transition from high school 
to college. 


Brabson noted that students 
who want an associate of arts 
degree can enroll in Friday 
and Saturday classes. She also 
noted that an early childhood 
education program is being ex- 
plored. 

Culpepper said she plans to 
put together a directory of re- 
souces that would list 
speakers, mentors and other 
skilled volunteers to work on 
behalf of the college. 

New initiatives at the col- 
lege include the Great Lakes 
Telecommunications Collab- 
orative, which is housed at the 
center and a truck driving 
school which trains people for 
jobs. Space also is leased by 
Central Michigan University 
for classes. In December, the 
Detroit College of Business 
will conduct some classes at 
the center, and extension 
classes are planned on site by 
the University of Detroit- 
Mercy College. 

In January, college classes 
in two English courses, math, 
speech, political science and 
business will be offered at the 
Western Campus. 

The next meeting of the 
Friends of the Western 
Campus Community Advisory 
Council will be 8:30 to 10:30 
a.m. Jan. 19. 1994.

Library to reopen 
on November 15

The Romulus Public Li- 
brary is on the move this week 
and is slated to open at the 
Mount Pleasant School Nov. 
15. 

Head Librarian Diane 
Hazen said movers began 
transferring books and other 
library supplies from the main 
library to the temporary site in 
the gymnasium of Mount 
Pleasant School Tuesday 
morning. 

“We are bringing all our 
computers, audio and video 
tapes, current fiction and most 
recent other books, as well as 
the 1993 magazines,” Hazen 
said. 

Because of limited space, 
the library record collection 
and many books will be placed 
in storage until the library re- 
turns to the usual location. 

The move (which is ex- 
pected to last about a year) 
was necessitated by an as- 
bestos abatement program at 
both the library and City Hall. 
After the initial work is done 
in the library, City Hall offices 
will move into the library next 
spring. 

After the City Hall renova- 
tions are completed, city offi- 
cials will move back into City 
Hall and the final library work 
will be completed prior to the 
library moving back in. 

Directions to get to Mount 
Pleasant include traveling 
from 5 Points south on Huron 
River Drive (as if you were 
traveling to New Boston), right 
on Wabash, left on Cogswell, 
right onto Superior and then to 
the school.

According to police ac- 
counts, the two teens were in 
search of a vehicle to drive to 
Florida, when they found Ad- 
air apparently asleep in his 
truck about 2 a.m. in a parking 
lot near Joan Street and Mid- 
dlebelt Road. * 

The pair walked toward the 
truck and Swazey reportedly 
stabbed Adair in the throat, 
but the victim did not die 
quickly. 

Adair awoke and fought 
back so strongly despite the 
fatal wound, the youths fled 
from the scene, police said. 

Adair was able to drive his 
truck a few blocks before los- 


ing control of the vehicle. He 
climbed out of the cab and col- 
lapsed, police said, after 
sounding the horn of the truck. 

Neighbors saw the truck in 
a ditch with the headlights on 
and Adair’s body sprawled 
next to it, Snyder said, and 
they immediately called 9- 1-1. 

Snyder said Adair bled to 
death at the scene, but within 
hours 17 Romulus police offi 
cers, both uniformed and de 
tectives, had fanned out over 
the city in search of the killers.

The heady air 
of temptation 

Last week, voters in many of our communities went to 
the polls to select the representatives who would manage 
and oversee their local municipal governments. 

To those who were successful in their bids for elected 
office we offer our congratulations and our advice, which 
is reasonably simple. We would hope that, being the 
choice of the public, each newly-elected official would 
remember who placed them in office and to whom they 
owe their first loyalty. 

Power, even at the relatively limited level of local poli- 
tics, can be a heady intoxicant. We have seen dedicated, 
sincere individuals succumb to the temptations public of- 
fice offers. We have seen fine individuals become less than 
scrupulous when the opportunity to use public office for 
personal gain or benefit arises. We have seen some very 
fine people make some very’ serious errors in judgment. 

It happens at every’ level. Often it begins with the system 
itself wherein it is usually necessary to play the political 
game of negotiation and compromise to accomplish the 
goal at hand. Many in official life are all too familiar with 
the game of “give and take" and the political machinations 
necessary to accomplish even the simplest and smallest 
tasks. 

Negotiation can soon become a way of life and too often 
we have seen the goals eroded and occasionally eradi- 
cated by the effort and antics which become a prerequisite 
in government offices. 

We suggest, strongly, that this is one of the reasons our 
government costs what it does, both in taxpayers’ dollars 
and in the integrity of our elected officials. 

And, of equal and perhaps greater concern, is the heady 
air of power which every elected official, on every level, 
breathes. It becomes addictive if inhaled too long without 
some of the oxygen of reality to clear the head and the 
conscience. 

It often begins with the simplest of abuses-parking 
spots such as those the members of Congress were so pub- 
licly chastised for last year or banking overdraft privileges 
which became a national scandal. These incidents of 
abuse begin in very small ways with the privilege of power 
and only a very scrupulous and moral guardianship can 
prevent their escalation into full-fledged impropriety. 

We would offer each of our newly-elected officials this 
advice: Avoid not only any impropriety-but any appear- 
ance of impropriety at all cost. The price of integrity and 
morality can be very, very high indeed and it begins with 
an awareness of the temptations and a firm resolve to be 
both watchful and circumspect. 

A change of mind 

We admit, we’ve been the first to accuse our neighbors 
of apathy. We thought they didn’t care and couldn’t be 
bothered. The low voter turnouts, we said, were a clear 
indication that they just couldn’t be bothered with taking 
responsibility for their own lives and the lives of their 
children. 

That appears to be changing. 

The fervor of the election campaigns seems to prove 
that our neighbors really do care. As we look back, it is 
apparent that voter totals are increasing and local resi- 
dents are finding time to take part and an interest in their 
communities. 

The numbers of candidates in the Wayne and Westland 
elections, particularly, demonstrates this renewed inter- 
est. And the constant and continual comment regarding 
the various debates, discussions and advertisements fea- 
tured on cable television channels seems to indicate that 
people really were watching and were interested-and of- 
ten entertained, but that’s a separate issue. 

We’ve now concluded that our neighbors do not lack 
interest, they lack time. With the advent of the involve- 
ment of cable television in local elections, they can now 
watch the candidates and presently serving officials in 
action at a time of their choosing. They do not have to be at 
a city council meeting to know if those elected to serve are 
doing the job-and they can watch the debates at a time of 
their choosing when they are re-telecast repeatedly 

Perhaps if they could vote from their television screens, 
or computer terminals, we’d see even greater participa- 
tion than our forefathers dreamed possible.

To the editor : 

It appears that there is some 
misunderstanding with regard 
to whether or not there was 
any state level representation 
at the Oct. 13, 1993 meeting on 
Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems’ injection well in Ro- 
mulus. I would like to take this 
opportunity to clear up any 
confusion on this matter. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
had contacted my office on 
Sept. 30 to request my assis- 
tance in arranging for repre- 
sentatives from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (MDNR) to attend the 
injection well meeting.

Because of my in 
terest in this matter, I was 
pleased to make such arrange- 
ments. 

At my request both Steve 
Budda and Dave Slayton of the 
MDNR Waste Management Di 
vision, Hazardous Waste Per- 
m its Office, were in 
attendance. And, although* I 
personally was unable to at- 
tend, my Legislative Aide An- 
drea Budd was also present. 
Unfortunately, it was not clear 
to those at the meeting that 
these individuals were in at- 
tendance and I am sorry to 
learn of this. Perhaps an ac- 
knowledgement at the start of 
the meeting would have pre- 
vented any misunderstand 
ings. 

I sincerely hope that the 
confusion about my presence 
and involvement in this issue 
does not reflect a sense of dis 
regard on my part. This injec- 
tion well issue is one that I 
have much interest in and con 
cern about. As a result, I have 
attempted to thoroughly edu- 
cate myself on this issue. In 
fact, prior to be contacted by 
the mayor regarding the Oct. 
13 meeting, my staff and I had 
already had several conversa- 
tions with representatives 
from both the United States 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (USEPA) and the 
MDNR about the injection 
well. 

Environmental Disposal 
Systems appears to be pro- 
ceeding methodically to se- 
cure the necessary approvals 
to inject waste into their well 
and I intend to continue to 
monitor the status of this situa 
tion. Furthermore, I have been 
briefed by Miss Budd regard 
ing the questions and concerns 



that were raised at the Oct. 13 
meeting and I am willing to 
provide whatever assistance I 
can to the citizens of Romulus 
on this matter. To this end, I 
welcome any individuals wish

The loss 
of the 6 mills Monday was by 
far the worst loss this district 
could have sustained.

Unfortunately, he failed 
to mention the other 50 per- 
cent of the IMC clerks, the in- 
strumental music program and 
the funding for middle-school 
preparation and several 
others. 

Mr. Poger is the first to criti- 
cize when the Wayne-Westland 
MEAP scores are announced, 
however, he doesn’t believe it 
costs money to improve pro- 
grams. to educate our kids so 
they can complete.

The new food labels, which are 
beginning to show up on super 
market shelves across the U S . will 
help consumers make healthy food 
choices at a glance. 

As mandated by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA), these 
new labels clearly highlight the fat, 
cholesterol, sodium, carbohydrate 
and protein percentages based on 
the total daily value. 


For example, if a label says a 
product contains 15 percent of the 
daily value of fat, consumers can 
know that it will supply 15 percent 
of all the fat they should have that 
day. 

While the deadline for such la 
beling has been set by the govern 
ment for May of 1994. some 
consumer oriented companies have 
created new, compliant labels al- 
ready. 

Del Monte was the first food com- 
pany to voluntarily list nutritional 


1972. 

The new labels are also simple to 
spot. The box that once read ‘‘Nutri- 
tion Information” now says ‘‘Nutri- 
tion Facts” in easy to-read bold 
letters. 

What’s more, words such as 
‘ free,” “Iite,” “less,” and “low” must 
now meet certain criteria before 
manufacturers can use them on the 
front of labels. 

In addition, under the Nutrition 
Labeling and Education Act of 1990, 
food manufacturers must disclose 
what is in their products in a uni 


form manner and standardize the 
following: 

• The quantity/size of a “serving 
size.” 

• Nutrient listing. 

• Description of calories, dietary 
fiber, fats, carbohydrates, vitamins 
A and C, sugars and calcium.

Streptomycin becomes leader against disease 


Tuberculosis (TB), once consid 
ered a nearly vanquished illness, is 
on the rise again 

It is spreading at alarming rates 
through the U S. Fortunately to 
combat TB, the medicine strep 
tomycin is now available again 
Streptomycin has been difficult 
to obtain in the U.S. since 1991 be- 
cause of supply problems from an 
overseas manufacturer. In response

The word from the U.S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture (USDA) is that 
copper is essential to health. 

Copper, among other functions, 
helps the body use iron. If copper is 
not adequate, iron accumulates in 
the liver and becomes toxic. 

In study after study, young male 
rats developed severe anemia, en 
larged heats and died prematurely 
from a copper deficient diet, ac- 
cording to a USDA study. 

Research also indicates that a 
deficiency in copper is one factor 
leading to an increased risk of deve- 
loping high cholesterol levels and 
coronary' heart disease in humans. 

In other studies, low intake of 
this nutrient has been tied to aches 
and pains not related to injury, in 
fection or chronic illness. 

In five or eight studies, men and 
mature women requested pain 
medication more often when intake 
of copper was low. 

Do we get enough? 

As the body cannot synthesize 
copper, the human diet must supply 
regular amounts to compensate for 
the amount lost by normal bodily 
functions. 

In an analysis of typical meals for 
their metals content, it appears we 
do not get enough copper. Accord 
ing to recent surveys, only 25 per 
cent of the U.S. population consume

the amount of copper every day esti 
mated by the U.S. Food and Nutri- 
tion Board of the National Academy 
of Sciences to be adequate. 

Fortunately, copper is present in 
a wide variety of vegetables, fruits, 
grains, meats, seafood and choco 
late, as well as drinking water. 

A normal balanced diet is gener 
ally sufficient to meet the minimum 
mineral requirements vital to our 
health. 

Copper is even important in 
plant nutrition. Symptoms of copper 
deficiency in wheat include twisted 
and withered leaf tips. Roses with a 
copper deficiency have imperfect 
outer petals. 

Scientists report that copper is 
absolutely essential for the normal 
healthy growth and the reproduc 
tion of all higher plants and ani 
mals.

Best Belleville team in 35 
years just misses playoffs 


A 21-point first quarter opened the door for a 
lopsided Belleville High School 47-0 victory 
over Romulus Friday night, but the seventh- 
win in a row for coach Bob LaPointe and the 
Tigers wasn’t enough to allow them entrance 
into the elite state playoff pool. 

The Tigers missed replacing Adrian in the 
Region II playoffs by three points, LaPointe 
said. 

“I just got off the phone with the state (Michi- 
gan High School Athletic Association) and they 
informed me that we had missed qualifying for 
the state playoffs by three points. 

“It was close, but that’s not good enough.” 

Adrian will play top-seeded Westland John 
Glenn at 1:30 p.m. on Saturday at Glenn in the 
first round of the regional playoffs. The winner 
will meet the survivor of the Howell vs. 
Brighton game (scheduled for 7:30 Friday at 
Brighton) next week for the Region II, Class AA 
championship. 

Belleville brought the curtain down on a 7-2 
record, the best record in 35 years and the first 
realistic shot at the playoffs since the MHSAA 
initiated the playoff format to decide the state 
title. 

LaPointe, who completed his sophomore sea- 
son as head coach, said that he was “extremely 
pleased with the team’s efforts this year.” 

“We got off to an 0-2 start, then managed to 
string together seven- straight,” LaPointe said. 
“These kids showed they are winners.” 

The 1993 Tigers came up one-victory shy of 
matching the “fabulous 1958” club that was 


coached by Bill Leech and Harry Hidenfelter. 
The 1958 team posted a perfect 8-0 mark and 
won the Suburban 6 Conference championship. 

The 1958 team was honored this year by the 
school district. Former members attended the 
Garden City game in October and were recog- 
nized for their past achievement. 

Belleville jumped on Romulus early as se- 
nior quarterback Ralph Truitt, who played on 
the specialty team, grabbed the opening kickoff 
and raced down the sidelines 80 yards for a 
touchdown. 

Romulus, looking to the future, was not a 
factor in the next three quarters. Belleville in- 
creased the lead thanks to Curtis Lunsford, who 
broke loose on a 31-yard counter. That was the 
Tigers’ fourth TD. Then, Zyers Ruff scored on 
an 8-yard, up-the-middle play, and Jeremy Arm- 
hrein’s 22-yard touchdown run accounted for 
the final score by the offense.

Speak up 

Car dealers have own language 


Unique to any business is 
jargon. The car business, by 
far and away, is no exception. 

A wholesaler may call our 
dealership and describe a car 
he’s trying to sell as follows: 
“It’s a knee-deep in rubber, it’s 
got the hole in the roof, there’s 
a whiskey lick on the front 
fender, you can probably get 
by just blowing one side - 
you’re going to spend a deuce 
on it and I need a pair of nick 
els for it” 

The simple translation of 
this statement is that the car 
has brand new' tires, a sun 
roof, a scratch on the fender, 
just one side of the car needs 
to be painted, it will cost $200 
to fix, and he is selling it for 
$5500. 

If he were to go on to tell us 
that the car "... is a four-banger 
with ice and it’s never had any 
mud on it.” He’s simply telling 
us that the car is a four- 
cylinder with air conditioning 
and it has never been in an ac- 
cident, therefore there is no 
Bondo on it. 

Sometimes he might say 
that customer is buried in the

car or he’s married to it. That 
means the customer owes 
more on the car than it is 
worth. 

Speaking of customers, they 
are called “ups”. That’s be- 
cause you have to get up out of 
your chair to wait on them. A 
customer that returns after an 
initial visit is called a “be- 
back.” That one’s pretty sim- 
ple; they promise you that they 
will be back and they do come 
back. Occasionally, but very 
seldom, we run into a cus- 
tomer that we just cannot seem 
to satisfy. We call those 
“screamers”...no explanation 
needed. 

When it comes time to call 
the bank to see if we can get 
the customer financed, the 


banker might say something 
like, ‘‘Sounds like there’s a lit- 
tle water in this deal, we’d con 
sider him with a co-pilot and 
keep him on a short leash.” 
The banker, in this instance, is 
trying to say that the numbers 
on the deal do not add up, he 
would like to see a co signer 
and keep the deal to the mini- 
mal monthly term. 

Once in a great while the 
car you’ve sold will go “belly 
up” (it stops running) so you 
have to bring it in on the 
“hook” (the tow truck). 

And so goes the jargon of 
the car business.

Asphalt shingles beautify home, are economical 


Most homeowners all but ignore 
their roofs. But, sooner or later, ev 
ery roof needs to be replaced. 

Limited repairs w'on’t help an old 
and worn roof. The biggest enemies 
of roofing are the sun, wind, rain, 
hail and variations in climate. 

Signs of a w'eathered roof are 
cracked, curled or missing shingles 
and excessive loss of their protec- 
tive mineral granules. 

The Asphalt Roofing Manufac- 
turers Association (ARMA) officials 
said the best w'ay to determine 
w'hether a new roof is needed is to 
establish the age of the roof. 

A roof of standard shingles that’s 
15 years old is probably ready for 
reroofing. 

Asphalt shingles are the most 
w'idely used roof covering in both 
reroofing and new' home construe 
tion 

Used on four out of five homes, 
asphalt shingles are the right 
choice no matter wdiere you live. 
They are attractive, durable, eco 


nomical and easy to care for. 

Standard asphalt shingles come 
with one, two or three tabs and are 
made of a base mat of organic fibers 
or inorganic glass fibers. 

Mineral granules protect the 
shingles from the sun and give the 
shingles color and added protection 
against fire. 

Asphalt shingles offer resistance 
to high winds. To qualify for the 
wind resistant label, shingles must 
withstand test winds of at least 60 
miles per hour continuously for two 
hours without a single tab lifting. 

In high wind areas, ARMA offi- 
cials recommend shingles be at- 
tached with six nails to a plywood 
deck or simply follow' the manufac- 
turer’s application instructions. 
Tabs should be hand sealed with as 
phalt mastic for extra protection 
against wind uplift. 

ARMA is sponsoring a research 
study at Colorado State University 
designed to measure the relation 
ship betw een wind speeds and shin

Sumpter slayer 
of 2 found guilty 

Dossie Lee Gulley Jr., 20, of Supe- 
rior Township was found guilty of 
two counts of first-degree murder 
and two counts of felony firearms 
violations in the March 28 slaying of 
two Sumpter Township people. 

Gulley drove to the Sumpter 
Township home of Valerie Noel, 25, 
where his ex-girlfriend was visiting 
with her new boyfriend, Kevin Sea- 
rcy. Gulley shot Searcy and then 
turned the gun on Noel when she 
attempted to telephone for help. 

He could face a mandatory life 
sentece with no parole at his Nov. 30 
sentencing before Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Isidore Torres. 

Stolen tailgates 
recovered by 
auto theft unit 

Twenty-three stolen pickup truck 
tailgates, valued at up to $18,000, 
were recovered in Van Buren 
Township. 

Officers from the Western Wayne 
Auto Theft Unit and the Van Buren 
Township Police Department recov- 
ered the tailgates which were stolen 
in and around Van Buren and Can- 
ton townships in the past six weeks. 

Value of the recovered tailgates 
range from $350, if purchased at a 
used part dealer, to as much as $800, 
if the tailgate is painted to match a 
particular vehicle and installed. 

All of the tailgates are from Ford 
pickup trucks, and several owners 
have already identified their prop- 
erty. 

Officers are following up on in- 
formation regarding more stolen 
tailgates. They have learned that 
some have been sold to dealers and 
salvage yards out of the state. 

Some suspects have been ques- 
tioned and arrests are expected. Of- 
ficers are continuing to follow up on 
leads as they become available. 

Anyone having information on 
the location of stolen truck parts or 
anyone who has reported a tailgate 
stolen from his or her truck is re- 
quested to call the Western Wayne 
Auto Theft Unit at 313-397-0090. 

School land testing 
set for toxics 

Agents of the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (DNR) 
are seeking permission to re- 
examine property behind the Ro- 
mulus Middle School and Wick Ele- 
mentary School for possible 
environmental contamination. 

School Superintendent Dr. Will- 
iam Bedell is urging school board 
members to approve Monday night 
the DNR request. 

A 100-acre landfill adjacent to 
the school property was closed in 
1975 and more than 7,000 drums 
bearing liquid industrial waste 
were found there. Many of the 
drums were in deteriorating condi- 
tion then and have since been re- 
moved, the DNR letter stated. 

In 1988, another 150 drums were 
located and removed as well as 300 
cubic yards of contaminated soil, 
according to the DNR. 

The latest DNR tests will be con- 
ducted to guarantee that no contam- 
ination has developed on the school 
property, officials said.

Store owner believed masked robber had a toy gun

A defiant Inkster party store owner apparently 
believed that a masked gunman’s weapon was a 
toy gun and was shot twice in the face after refus- 
ing to hand over the store cash. 

Moogad George, owner of Franklin’s Party 
Store, and his daughter, Nora, were working in 
the store Tuesday evening when a man wearing a 
beige ski-mask and a dark coat walked into the 


store, located at 1183 Henry Ruff. 

In the man was holding what appeared to be an 
small chrome-plated handgun. 

The robber pointed the weapon at George and 
demanded money. He apparently didn’t not take 
the gunman seriously and made a move to come 
from out of behind the counter. 

George then attempted to knock the weapon 
out of his hand using a rolled up newspaper, ac- 
cording to police reports. 

The gunman fired two shots, striking the store 


owner in the head and neck. The man then raced 
out of the building and, according to the victim’s 
daughter, was joined by an accomplice. 

She told police that the robbers appeared to be 
laughing as they ran from the scene. 

George was rushed to an area hospital for 
treatment. Miraculously, police said, the victim 
has survived the gunshot wounds. 

“We do not have any suspects,” said Inkster

A sad tale 

Local shelter destroys 
resident's purebred dog

A tiny, purebred dog, which apparently wandered 
from its yard, was destroyed as a “aggressive” animal 
while its owner and a breeder searched for the small 
dog. 

When Linda Louis of Parkway Grooming in Plymouth 
was notified the dog she had bred was missing, she im- 
mediately began to help the owner of the two-year-old 
Bischon Frise dog with the search. 

However, after posting reward notices and checking 
with local dog pounds, Louis was horrified to find out the 
dog had been destroyed without contacting any pure- 
bred rescue agencies, established to treat sick pure- 
breds who are picked up by dog pounds. 

The dog was picked up by the West branch of the 
Michigan Humane Society in Westland on Aug. 19 and 
Louis said Humane Society officials told her the 10- 
pound dog was put to sleep four days later because it had 
a bad temperament. 

“This dog was a snapper. It was aggressive and went 
after medical evaluators,” Michigan Humane Society Di- 
rector of Operations Sherry Silk said. 

The dog’s owner, Jerry Broom of Inkster, had been 
given the dog, named Bob, approximately two months 
before the incident and thought the animal had been 
stolen from his yard. 

“I let him outside and when I came back he wasn’t 
around. The gate was open, so I figured someone stole 
him,” Broom said.

Broom described the dog as quiet and added, “I think 
it was a little bit fast the way they put the dog to sleep.” 

“Four days is not long enough to evaluate a dog. The 
two people in charge are very young and I don’t think 
they are very experienced. They were untrained, un- 
skilled people - the dog didn’t have to die,” Louis added. 

Silk denied these allegations, saying the staff is 
trained for a minimum of 30 days by licensed veter- 
inarians and receive an in-house certification once they 



are fully trained. 

Silk described the dog as having “a serious temper 
problem” and said staff members could not take the 
animal from the cage without the dog attacking. 

Silk said it was for this reason the dog was put to sleep 
and no pure bred rescues were called. 

“It was too serious a problem. We will not let animals 
go out even on a temporary basis with a serious temper 
problem,” Silk said. “If the animal has poor tempera- 
ment, it may bite and we could be liable.” 

Louis said many times lost dogs become so terrified 
they don’t even respond to their names. 

“The dog spent his last four days terrified and then he 
was killed,” Louis said. 

“There’s been a Bishon Frise national rescue for the 
past five years. We depend on the Humane Society to 
work with them. If they had contacted the rescue, the dog 
would be alive,” Louis added. 

Silk said the Humane Society usually contacts these 
rescues when the dog is sickly or having some other 
medical problem. However, she added, healthy dogs are 
often sold at the Humane Society, which collects about 
$50 for each pure bred dog purchased. 

“We take in almost 100 animals a day Cat all three 
Detroit area shelters). All pure breeds are put up for 
adoption because they are easier to place,” Silk said. 

However, Silk added, “If a pure bred has a special 
need or problem we contact the rescue people.” 

Silk said often the dogs are rehabilitated by these 
groups then either returned to the Humane Society to be 
adopted or the rescue group finds an owner for the ani- 
mal. 

“We do the best we can. We take in over 55,000 animals 
in a year at all three shelters,” Silk said. 

Louis said she wanted other people who lose their 
dogs, whether pure- bred or mutt, to know that it is 
important to contact all the local animal authorities as 
soon as you know your animal is missing.

Police 
arrest 
13 for 
soliciting

Soliciting sex will cost 13 
area men, including two from 
Westland and an Inkster resi- 
dent, a day in court on Monday. 

The men were arrested in 
Inkster on Michigan Avenue, 
between Harrison Avenue and 
Inkster Road, according to Ink- 
ster detective Charles Hines, 
who also is the director of 
Crime Prevention for the city 
of Inkster. 

The 13 were charged with 
soliciting sex and arraigned. 
They were released after post- 
ing $200 bonds and are sched- 
uled for a preliminary 
examination on the charge 
Monday in 22nd District Court 

Hines, who coordinated the 
“sting operation” said the men 
were arrested after approach- 
ing two police decoys. 

“Apparently some of these 
guys have been reading the pa- 
pers around here because they 
first asked the decoys if they 
were cops,” Hines quipped. 
“We’re amazed that these guys 
continue to come down here 
seeking sex.” 

Hines said that the crack 
down on “johns” will continue 
“until we clean this mess up.” 

“You know, after all that has 
been said and written about 
AIDs and the HIV virus, you 
would think these guys would 
have wise up by now. Not only 
are they putting their lives in 
jeopardy, but also their fami- 
lies’.” 

Police said they will not re- 
lease the defendants’ names 
until their formal appearances 
in court. 

If convicted, the defendants 
could receive up to six months 
in jail and/or a $500 fine. 


Wayne County protests unfunded mandates 


In an uncommon show of unity, Wayne County 
Executive Edward McNamara and the Wayne 
County Commission joined forces to push for the 
passage of legislation that would require the fed- 
eral government to stop instituting programs for 
which they have no apparent funding. 

The programs, known as unfunded mandates, 
end up being paid for with local taxes which si- 
phons money away from basic municipal services 
such as fire and police protection. 

Examples of unfunded mandates include the 
Superfund, the Clean Air Act, the Underground 
Storage Tank Act, the American with Disabilities 
Act and several others, all of which are estimated 
to cost counties $33 billion during the next five 
years. 

“And since Wayne County is the seventh largest 
county in the country, we are getting hit harder 
than most - certainly in the millions of dollars 
each year,” said Wayne County Commission Vice 
Chair Kay Beard. “While we are pleased with the 
important and ambitious priorities of the federal 
government, it needs to put its money where its

mouth is.” 

The outcry in Wayne County is in concert with 
thousands of other county officials across the 
country who spoke out against the “mandated pro- 
grams without funding” from the federal govern 
ment on National Unfunded Mandates Day. 

“In Michigan, we have the Headlee Amend- 
ment, which states that any programs mandated 
by the state must include accompanying funds. All 
we are asking is that the federal government live 
by the same rules. Otherwise, we will end up hav- 
ing to slash our services,” said McNamara. “If we 
are expected to live within our budget, so should 
Washington, D.C.

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Area voters elect new mayor, city council members

Westland Mayor Robert J. 
Thomas was re elected last 
week by a 2-1 margin over chal 
lenger Westland City Council 
President Charles Pickering. 

With a voter turnout of 
15,130, Thomas received about 
60 percent of the votes with 
9,910 compared to Pickering's 
vote count of 5,038. 

Voter turnout was average 
for a mayoral and city council 
general election, with 30 per- 
cent of the voters casting bal- 
lots, compared to the 20 
percent of voters during the 
primary election. 

Thomas captured the major- 
ity of votes in each of the 41 
precincts, often doubling the 
number of votes cast for Pick- 
ering. Absentee ballots clearly 
showed a majority for Thomas 
who received nearly three 
votes for every one vote Picker- 
ing received. 

Highest voter turnout was in 
precincts eight, 21 and 28, 
where more than 2,000 voters 
cast their ballots at each poll. 

The votes cast were similar 
to the primary election in 
which Thomas also received 
the majority of absentee votes 
and a majority vote in 39 of the 
41 precincts. 

Although Pickering accu- 
mulated some 33 percent of 
the votes compared to 20 per- 
cent in the primary, Thomas’ 
margin also increased from 60 
percent in the primary to 65 
percent in the general elec- 
tion. 

Pickering, who has two 
years remaining on his city 
council term, welcomed the 
mayor into his second term, 
saying there are many issues 
that will have to be dealt with. 

“I wish him well. He had a 
plan 3-1/2 years ago and it 
worked, but the issues are still 
there ... and they will have to 
be dealt with,” Pickering said. 

Thomas said he owes his 
victory to city services, which 
he plans to expand even fur- 
ther during his next term. 

“People are happy with the 
service issue and there will be 
more of the same in the next 
four years,” Thomas said. 

This service will begin with

a new fall leaf pickup, building 
a city library and dealing with 
the water loss issue, which 
causes some $60,000 in water 
loss per week, Thomas said. 

Thomas said he does not 
plan to support a levy of up to 1 
mill to operate a library with- 
out voter approval. 

“If they don’t want to pay, 
then we shouldn't build it,” 
Thomas said. 

Thomas said he will be the 
first to forgive and forget some 
of the criticism he received 
during the election. 

“People say thing in the 
election that they don’t mean. I 
won't hold any ill feelings,” 
Thomas said. 

Westland residents voted in 
two new city councilmembers 
Tuesday, and overwhelmingly 
supported the re-election of 
current councilmembers 
Sandra Cicirelli and Sharon 
Scott. 

Newly elected councilmen 
David Cox and Charles Griffin, 
a former Westland mayor and 
city councilman, will be filling 
the seats of councilmembers 
Kenneth Mehl, who ran for the 
mayoral post, and Terri- Reig- 
hard Johnson, who did not run 
for re-election. 

Top vote getter for council 
was Cicirelli, who received 71 
percent of the total votes with 
10,834 votes. 

Cicirelli contributed her 
campaign success to her hard 
work and independence and to 
the support of “good people 
and organizations.” 

However, Cicirelli added, “I 
didn’t expect to come in first I 
just wanted to get re-elected.” 

Cicirelli, Scott and Griffin 
were elected to four-year 
terms, while Cox who received 
less votes than the other three 
councilmembers, will fill a 
two-year term. 

Wayne voters selected three 
incumbents and a long-time 
resident/business leader to 
serve on the city council dur- 
ing balloting Nov. 2. 

Of eight candidates vying 
for four council seats, A1 
Haidous was the top vote get- 
ter with 1,760 votes and will 
serve a four-year term, Tom

Shirley Powser was close 
behind Damitio with 1,143 
votes. She was followed by 
Darnell Cotham with 944 votes, 
Chris Sanders with 786 votes 
and Jim Netter with 422 votes. 

The lines at the voting pre- 
cincts went smoothly, accord- 
ing to Wayne City Clerk Doris 
Nall. 

“At least I didn’t hear of any 
long lines throughout the day,” 
Nall said. “We had 24.06 per- 
cent of our 11,078 registered 
voters participate in the elec- 
tion. 

“It was not the largest nu- 
mber of voters of any election 
in Wayne, but it also wasn't the 
smallest.” 

Nall said although two years 
ago the voter participation was 
slightly higher, this year there 


were 300 fewer registered vo- 
ters. 

“All the newly-elected coun- 
cil members will be sworn in 
Nov. 8 at City Hall,” Nall said. 
“We are organizing a cere- 
mony for the new council 
members at 8 p.m. Nov. 16 at 
the State Wayne Theater.” 

Haidous is the owner of Al’s 
Friendly Market in Wayne. He 
has lived in the Wayne commu- 
nity for more than 19 years. 

He said he is a positive indi- 
vidual who believes there is a 
prosperous future ahead for 
the City of Wayne. 

He previously informed res- 
idents at the candidate forum 
that he intends to continue 
making Wayne a great place to 
live. 

“My plan for the future does 
not only include the City of 
Wayne as a great place to do 
business, but also a great place 
to raise a family,” Haidous 
said. 

Kelly has lived in the Wayne 
community for 21 years. He is a 


legislative aid to Wayne 
County Commissioner Bryan 
Amann. 

Kelly said he is very posi- 
tive about the future of Wayne 
and would like the opportunity 
to make the city even better. 

“Right now I see a great turn 
around over the last couple of 
years in Wayne,” Kelly said. 
“We’re going in an upbeat, pro- 
gressive direction. I want 
Wayne to continue in that di 
rection.” 

Phillips has lived in Wayne 
for 20 years. He is the director 
of guidance at Wayne Memo- 
rial High School. 

He has a master's degree in 
public administration with a 
concentration in city manage- 
ment. He said his goal is to 
continue improving the City of 
Wayne. 

“The last couple of years on 
the council we have embarked 
upon many projects in many 
directions, and it is very im- 
portant over the next four 
years that Wayne has effective 
spokesmen that sit on local 
councils of government that 
are effective leaders both re- 
gionally and statewide,” Phi- 
llips said. 

Damitio has lived in Wayne 
for more than 20 years. He is a 
supervisor for engineering at 
Chrysler. 

He said he is also dedicated 
to the future of the City of 
Wayne. 

“I want to continue some of 
the projects we have going 
right now,” Damitio said. “We 
brought up an idea of a fruit 
market, and I would like to 
pursue that because I think it 
would be a very good idea for 
Wayne.” 

With only two uncontested 
four-year council terms on the 
ballot, voter turnout was low in 
Belleville. Incumbents David 
Fields and Richard Smith 
were re-elected with 118 and 
109 votes, respectively. The two 
councilmen were also re- 
elected in 1989 with no opposi- 
tion. 

First-time Romulus City 
Council candidate Michael 
Prybyla has apparently won a 
seat on the new council by one 


vote, City Clerk Linda Choate 
revealed Thursday. 

Prybyla was the only non- 
incumbent to win in the elec- 
tion Tuesday, beating out chal- 
lengers Mary Collins by one 
vote and Gwen Sibert by 120 
votes. 

Choate said Collins indi- 
cated that she will file for a 
recount. Choate said it will 
cost Collins $10 per precinct or 
$180 for the entire 18 pre- 
cincts. 

If Prybyla's election is over- 
turned, Choate said, Collins' 
money will be returned. 

The city of Romulus will be 
required to pay the remainder 
of the cost of the recount, 
about $3,000, Choate said. If 
the recount occurs, Choate 
said the Wayne County Clerk’s 
office estimates about 15 
county officials will take part 
in the recount effort 

“As I understand it today 
(Thursday) if a recount is 
asked, Prybyla will not be 
sworn in with the rest of the 
city officials on Monday,” 
Choate said. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally, 
who was uncontested, was the 
high vote getter with 1,829 
votes. She was followed by the 
winners of two other uncon- 
tested races, Choate with 1,797 
and City Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski with 1,648. 

Napiorkowski gained one 
vote Wednesday when the city 
votes were rechecked and 
made official. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks was high vote getter 
again in the council race with 
1,796 and is destined to be 
sworn in again as mayor pro 
tern. 

Other incumbents re- 
elected were Randolph Gear, 
1,708; William Wadsworth, 
1,559 (five votes were sub- 
tracted from his earlier vote 
number, when the votes were 
rechecked); Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry, 1,476; Noah “Pete” Be- 
rgeron, 1,327; and Ellis 
Pennington, 1,316. 

The non-incumbents gained 
the following vote totals: Pry- 
byla, 1,299; Collins, 1,298 and 
Sibert, 1,179.

The robbers were last seen 
running eastbound on Glen- 
wood Street. Witnesses told 
police they didn’t see any 
suspicious-looking vehicles in 
the vicinity at the time of the 
attempted robbery.

“A lot of people are not 
aware that the Humane Soci- 
ety only keeps dogs for four 
days before they are de- 
stroyed,” Louis said. 

Stray s are typically held at 
the shelter for four days before 
they are euthanized, Silk said. 
However, she added pure bred 
dogs are held three to four 
weeks once they are up for 
adoption, which Silk said, 
doesn’t usually take very long. 

Other ideas Louis suggested 
for dog owners is an identifica- 
tion method where the pet is 
injected with a computer chip 
which can be scanned to find 
out the owner’s address. Louis 
suggested owners avoid tat- 
toos, as most dog pounds do 
not check for them. 

“Pets are a big part of a fam- 
ily. They’re like your children 
you’re emotionally attached to 
them,” Louis said. 

Silk recommends that pet 
owners who lose their animals 
check with local animal con- 


trol authorities. There are 
holding facilities where the 
animals are kept before being 
brought to a nearby Humane 
Society, Silk said. 

She also recommends put- 
ting a reward advertisement in 
the newspaper and posting 
signs around the area with the 
dog’s photograph and a reward 
offered. 

Over 21,000 animals were 
housed at the West branch of 
the Michigan Humane Society 
last year. Silk said about 20 
percent of the animal popula- 
tion in the shelters are pure 
bred dogs.

The sister of a Romulus 
murder victim feels the Wayne 
County criminal justice system 
“ripped open old wounds and 
then inflicted new ones’’ on 
her family by arresting a sus- 
pect in a 14 year-old murder 
case last November and then 
sentencing him recently to 
only 2-1/2 to 15 years in prison. 

In addition, the widow of a 
Romulus truck driver, who was 
slashed to death in 1992, also 
feels uncomfortable with the 
“system” even though the 
youth who plead guilty to her 
husband’s death received a 60 
to 100 year sentence. 

Both women pointed to the 
critical need for the creation 
of a victim’s support group in 
Wayne County, “since we have 
no other people to turn to for 
help.” 

Nancy Spears of Romulus 
spoke out in deep anger, fear 
and bitterness last week, after 
she found out that the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Appellate 
Division had turned down an 
appeal on hiking the prison 
sentence of Daniel Dowling, 
who plead guilty to fatally 
shooting her sister Joanne Lin- 
coln in 1978. 

“My family has been perma- 
nently scarred and damaged 
by first the delay in an arrest 
in this case and now by the 
slap in the face it has received 
following the arrest and con- 
viction of Joanne’s killer,” 
Spears said. 

“I was hoping that the pub- 
lic would be aroused by my sis- 
ter’s case,” Spears continued, 
“but unfortunately they ap- 
pear to be too afraid or intimi- 
dated to speak out.” 

Spears said the public 
needs to stage a major protest 
against the decades-old court 
policy of tilting to help the de- 
fendant, while ignoring the 
victims and their families or 
survivors. 

One person suggested the 
perfect time for such a protest 
would be during Law Day ob- 
servances in 1994. 

A law enforcement official, 
who prefers to remain anony- 
mous, said “one of the sad 

Inkster 
receives 
new city 
manager 

Inkster lawmakers made 
history last week. For the first 
time in the 29-year history of 
the city, the council has hired a 
woman to serve as city man- 
ager. 

Margie C. Rose, who has 
served in the interim post 
since the departure of former 
city manager S. Thomas White, 
was picked to replace her for- 
mer boss. 

Rose reportedly will re- 
ceive $52,500 as the top city ad- 
ministrator. 

White resigned in July to be- 
come the director of Human 
Resources for the city of Ann 
Arbor. 

Rose began her career with 
the city of Inkster in 1978 while 
attending college. She had a 
masters in public administra- 
tion from Eastern Michigan 
University and brings to the 
position a long list of impres- 
sive credentials and experi- 
ence. 

She also vowed that it

crime problems. And, in a city 
that is in financial chaos 
thanks to a $3.8 million verdict 
against it by a Wayne County 
jury which awarded the money 
to a victim of a personal injury 
accident involving an Inkster 
scout car and a truck. 

“The citizens of this city 
have made it clear they want 
change,” said Rose. “They 
want safer streets, an environ 
ment that is conducive to 
bringing young families and 
business back into this city. 
They want what everyone else 
wants for themselves and their 
families - a quality life.” 


ironies of the system that most 
residents don’t realize is that 
Recorders Court judges, who 
sentence most of western 
Wayne criminals, are elected 
by Detroit voters and we have 
no recourse in trying to oust 
them from office.” 

Spears said she was further 
irked by the fact the appellate 
division ruled that Recorder’s 
Court Judge Harvey Tennen 
did not err in his handling of 
the Dowling sentencing. 

“How can they say that with 
a straight face? Was it proper 
that Tennen brought up the is- 
sue of flood damage to Dow- 
ling’s property in Virginia? 
What did that have to do with 
my sister’s death? 

“Tennen asked me if my sis- 
ter was a good mother. I told 
him she was a very loving par- 
ent, but even if she wasn’t 
should that have had any bear- 
ing on her killing? 

“But the bottom line is that 
no one in the criminal justice 
system listens to us. They hear 
our anger, but do not seem to 
realize the pain and damage it 
has done to the two small boys 
Joanne left behind,” Spears 
concluded. 

The more recent but stiffer 
60 100 year prison sentence for 
18-year- old Romulus school 
dropout James Swazey has ad- 
ded limited solace to the life of 
the murder victim’s widow, Di- 
ane Adair. 

Swazey and a friend, Rich- 
ard Mills, were found guilty of 
murdering Frederick Adair on 
Aug. 12, 1992. They reportedly 
killed him so they could take 
his truck and drive to Florida. 

Mills earlier received a 30 
to 60 year prison term. 

“I was against the plea bar- 
gaining from the beginning. I 
felt Swazey (who police say ac- 
tually slashed Adair’s throat) 


needed to face a jury and be 
given life in prison. Who 
knows how prison policies will 
change in future years? Right 
now it appears he will stay in 
prison until he is 60 years of 
age or more,” Adair said. 

“But with the constant fill 
ing up of our already over- 
crowded prisons across the 
nation, we see prisoners being 
let go earlier and earlier. Just 
the thought of him being let 
out on the streets earlier than 
that time scares me,” Mrs. Ad- 
air said. 

“I was beginning to feel a 
little sorry for him when his 
troubled teen years were un- 
folded in court But when he 
showed no remorse and then 
tried to retract his plea ’be- 
cause I didn’t think I would get 
so many years,’ I felt only con- 
tempt,” Adair said. 

The despondent widow said 
“I never have had a normal 
grieving process, since I never 
saw his body. I had to identify 
it via a video tape. Ever since 
his murder, I have been under- 
going therapy and have joined 
an out-of-town grief support 
group. 

“While those efforts have 
helped, I still feel deeply hurt. 
My analyst tells me I have to 
put my late husband’s photos 
away and begin to build a new 
life, but our home is still the 
same as the day he died,” Ad- 
air said. 

The grief support helps, but 
it is not the same grief experi- 
ence as others are sharing 
with me. It hurts far more 
when your husband is killed 
for no apparent reason at the 
age of 40 by unremorseful 
teens, rather than dying of can- 
cer or being killed even in a 
traffic accident, Adair con- 
cluded.

Good wishes, hopes and 
prayers from the community 
have been offered for five- 
year old Stephanie Smith, but 
now her friends want to do 
more. 

For the two years, the plight 
of the ailing Van Buren Towns- 
hip child has touched the 
hearts of area residents. Now, 
friends of her family also hope 
to touch the purse strings of 
those individuals. 

A pancake dinner has been 
scheduled from 5 to 7:30 p.m. 
Dec. 1 at the Belleville High 
School cafeteria with all pro- 
ceeds going to the Stephanie 
Smith Fund. Sponsors of the 
event are the South Middle 
School staff and parents. 

The youngster has been un- 
dergoing treatment for a dis- 
ease that has caused the 
amputation of her left leg be- 
low the knee and has affected 
29 of her joints in a manner 
similar to rheumatoid ar- 
thritis. Although the family 


has health care insurance, ex- 
penses for travel to various 
out-state hospitals and inci- 
dental costs have created a fi- 
nancial burden for the family, 
according to their friends. 

Stephanie has been treated 
by specialists in hospitals in 
Michigan, Tennessee and Illi- 
nois and has also received the 
help of an Australian doctor 
who is performing autoim- 
mume system research at Co- 
lumbia University. The 
mysterious ailment that has 
plagued Stephanie is now 
thought to be caused by an 
anti-body in her own body. 

Friends of the family noted 
that she recently underwent a 
procedure to “wash” her 
blood, and the results were 
temporarily successful. The 
procedure is being repeated. 

When Stephanie was first 
stricken, the malady caused 
her left foot to swell and 
caused excruciating pain - so 
much that the youngster would 
recoil at the slightest touch. In 
1992, the left leg was ampu- 
tated below the knee and she 


was fitted with a prosthesis. 
She currently uses a wheel- 
chair for mobility. 

Although her young life has 
been difficult, Stephanie had a 
“silver lining” last summer 
when she won the title of Mini 
Miss North America 1993 at a 
pageant staged at the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel in Dearborn. 
She also was named Mini Miss 
Southeastern Michigan, Miss 
Photogenic and the runner-up 
in the commercial competi- 
tion. Stephanie also was victo- 
rious in the Tiny Talent 
competition. 

The winning of the title and 
the accompanying crown and 
trophy gave the child a much- 
needed boost following her 
months of hospitalizations, 
treatments and therapy. 

Tickets to the benefit are $3 
for adults and $2 for children 
and senior citizens. They can 
be purchased from any South 
teacher or at the school office, 
and a limited number of 
tickets will be available at the 
door.
